The Story of Toledo Cathedral. 

The Cathedral of Toledo, about 
which so much alarm is felt just now, 
Is perhaps the finest architectural 
glory that Spain can boast. The site 
Was occupied by at least three 
ciiureheg before the erection of the 
present building, the first one, accord¬ 
ing to popular legend, having been 
erected during the lifetime of the Vih 
_ gin Mary and visited by her. Of this 
‘church we know nothing; the second 
was pulled down In 1032. The third 
was finished in 1085, and was occU'* 
pled hy the Moors for many years as 
a mosque. Afterwards it was the 
Cathedral of Spain, until in the early 
part of the thirteenth century Alfon¬ 
so IX. had it pulled down aud the 
present ohe erected In Its Stead. It 
Is 404 feet long and 204 feet .wide, is 
built from material quarried In the 
neighborhood, and is of the purest 
Gothic. It was designed by Pedro 
Perez Diaz, who supervised Its erec¬ 
tion for nearly fifty years and conse¬ 
crated his life to it. During the five 
centuries after his death more than 
160 architects were employed upon it, 
and for 20(1 yesurs the work was unln* 
terrupted,—James's Gazette.

A wise provision is -to arrange It for 
the days on which the ice is to be 
renewed. Remove everything, wipe 
walls and shelves with a damp cloth, 
then rub with coarse, dry towel. Pour 
scalding water, in which a bit of 
washing soda has been dissolved, 
down the waste pipe.

No Young Women’s Christian asso¬ 
ciation has ever been founded in 
Paris for the reason that no enter¬ 
prising person of means ever took the 
matter in hand until a few months 
ago. It would have made, happy all 
who take an interest in Christian as¬ 
sociations to have attended the dedica¬ 
tory exercise of the newly-establishe'd 
British-American Young Women’s 
Christian association at 5 Rue de 
Turin, five minute*’ walk from the 
business center of Paris, where, in a 
private houaa, with garden in front, 
at least 30 women can be housed, 
boarded and well eared for. 

The preamble to the constitution 
says that the members of this asso¬ 
ciation are actuated by a desire to 
stimulate interest In the religious de¬

Average Amount Paid to Farm Labor¬ 
ers in United States. 

'■ The Department of Agriculture, 
through its 23,000 agents and corre¬ 
spondents in the United States, has 
collected some valuable facts on farm 
labor, a summary of which is given 
as follows: 

The total number of farm laborers 
Is placed at 4,410,910, of whom more 
than half are actual farmers and mem¬ 
bers of their farhilies. The remain- 
der2,044,762 come properly under the 
head of farm laborers, and the sta¬ 
tistics of wages deal with them alone. 
Of this number there are included 
222,000 females, and the bulk of these 
are employed on cotton plantations Of 
the members of farmers’ families 
about twice as many female laborers 
are recorded, but here also it is main¬ 
ly In the southern states that the wo¬ 
men and girls work in the fields. 

The latest average for the entire 
country of farm wages, without board, 
is $22.14 monthly, against $20.23 in 
1899, and still less in every earlier 
year since the period' of scarcity Just 
before the Civil 'War. The low point 
was $16.42 in 1879. Wages of farm 
labor with board averaged $16.40 
against $14.07 in 1899 and $10.43 in 
1879. These figures apply to classes 
of employment all the year round and 
the long period of comparative Inac¬ 
tivity in winter accounts in part for 
the apparent low wag(!S as compared 
with other pursuits. The hours of 
labor range from about nine to thir¬ 
teen according to the season. In har¬ 
vest time when extra help Is hired in 
great number the average for the en¬ 
tire country is $1,63 per day against 
$1.37 in 1899 and $1.14 in 1895. Best 
figures of day wages are reported for 
the spring wheat states, where the 
average rose to $2.67.

In sharp contrast to 
these sordid histories we publish 
below the sketch of a man who 
truly merits the title of ‘Friend of 
the Republic.’ George William 
Curtis cultivated the highest ideal 
of republican government. He 
realized clearly that the surest way 
to ruin such a government is to al¬ 
low to become a ruling infl.ueuce 
in it a class of men who substitute 
personal and party interest for 
public good. His conception of the 
I duty of citizenship in a repubio 
■ w’as so lofty that he considered it 
his first business in life to help un¬ 
earth abuses and dislodge t'he 
powers of evil in our public con¬ 
cerns. With such facts of our in¬ 
dustrial and municipal life before 
them as have been given by Miss 
Tarbell, Mr. Steffens, and Mr. Bak¬ 
er, in the last two years, itis surely 
unnecessary for us to insist to the 
readers of McClure’s Magazine 
on the need to-day in our social life 
of men of the Curtis type. It must 
be obvious,too, to them why we take 
deep satisfaction in publishing Mr. 
Schurz’s inspiring sketch of this 
ideal ‘Friend of the Republic, 
which was prepared originally as 
an address and delivered at 'unveil¬ 
ing of the bust ot Mr. Curtis in the 
Lenox Library, New York.”

Selecting Seed Potatoes. ] 

On selecting potatoes, the quality 
of the potato Is an important matter 
to he considered. Some varieties are 
much better tl^n'others. Among the 
early varieties, the Early Rose and 
the Early Chios stand at the head of 
the list, both In yield and quality. 
Those varieties planted early seldom 
fail to produce well. Although it 
may be quite dry during the spring, 
the ground, If mellow, will be moist 
enough to produce a fair crop, and of 
excellent quality. 

; The potato ia influenced by the state 
of the weather during the time of its 
maturing. If favorable the yield will 
be large, if the weather Is very dry 
the yield will be light. Early Rose 
and Early Chios may yield well, 
planted as late as the last of June 
or the first of July, if the weather la 
la'vorable; but the weather is seldom 
favorable for such late planting.

We recommend it es¬ 
pecially to new beginners for main 
cropping, as the plants are tough and 
hardy and sure to make a good stand. 
If It does not please you when it 
comes to fruit, you will he greatly In 
the minority.—Exchange.

Where Alfonso Lives, and How Thsy 
Guard Hint in HU Sleep, 

The I_fanta Isabella, auat of the 
king, a widow of 60 years of age, and 
the most popular person in Spain, for¬ 
merly had a large suite of apartments 
oil the main floor of the palace, but 
■with her usual delicacy and thought¬ 
fulness she vacated them after the re¬ 
cent coronation, in order that they' 
might be ready for the queen mother 
in case the king should marry, Isa¬ 
bella now lives in a private palace 
within a few blocks of the royal resi¬ 
dence and is a daily visitor there. 

The young king and his mother 
have large suites on the front of the 
palace, facing the city, and the loca¬ 
tion of their bedrooms is indicated by 
the Invariable palm leaves attached to 
the balcony, according to the Spanish 
custom. You will see similar palm 
leaves hanging to the balconies of 
nearly all the residences in town, 
those of the poor as well as the rich. 

A sheet of -white ppper tied to the 
iron railing means that the room is 
■for rent, a palm leaf means that it is 
the sleeping chamber of a pious Catho¬ 
lic, who brought it home from church 
on the last Palm Sunday and placed 
it there to keep away evil spirits, dis¬ 
eases and misfortunes. It remains 
there the entire year until the next 
anniversary, when a new palm, fresh 
from the blessing of the priest, is sub¬ 
stituted. 

The king has very comfontable quar¬ 
ters much more homelike than are 
usually found in royal palaces. He 
has a series of drawing rooms, a din¬ 
ing room larger than that at the 
White House at Washington, a library 
■with about 6,000 volumes upon the 
shelves, mostly modern publications 
and current literature in all the Euro¬ 
pean languages; a music room a smok¬ 
ing room, billiard room, gymimsiuim 
and study, which is also used as an 
ofiiee. « 

His sleeping chamber is large and 
airy and contains two beds, one of 
which is occupied by his private sec¬ 
retary or one ■ of his tutors, or aides, 
as they are termed since the corona¬ 
tion—^Maj. Lorija, Maj. Oasteljon or 
Count Andino. He is never allowed to 
sleep alone, and in an adjoining room 
Prudencio, his venerable valet, while 
two of his body guards are always in 
the anteroom 'w.hioh must be passed 
before his chamber is reached. 

Soime of these rooms are occupied 
iu common with the queen mother 
hut she has her own suite of five or 
six rooms adjoining, with access to 
the flat roof of a long wing which is 
occupied by the guards and the in- 
tendeate, or superintendent of the 
palace. This is arranged so that awn¬ 
ings may be dropped in hot weather, 
and is decorated with palms and other 
plants and flo-u'ers. It also gives the 
king and queen an oportunity for ex¬ 
ercise, the roof being about 400 feet 
long and 40 feet -wide.—Chicago Re¬ 
cord Herald. '
